Hope's Cost Is Lowest of All 


Syd McMath, chairman of the city council's finance com- 


mittee, told the Rotary club Friday about a standing offer by 
the City of Hope to pay one-third of the property owners' ex- 
pense in any new paving project undertaken at this time. Our 
recollection is that the last checkup showed Hope to have 10 
miles of paved streets. . . . We had that much as a city of 6,008 
population; but as a city of 7,477, 25 per cent larger, we need 
25 per cent more paving too.

In a speech, this week at Little Rock 
lie capital city mayor, Mr. Satter- 
icld, told his constituents that under 
iVPA project terms Little Rock prdp- 
rty owners could build $160,000 worth 
if street-paving for $68,000. 
But Little Rock has no municipal 
ight plant, and Little Rock is unable 
o make the further offer that Hope is 
making — to take advantage of the fed- 
eral WPA program mid at the same 
ime pay one-third of the property 
owner's costs under WPA. 


It is obvious that with City of 


fopc and WPA aid combined the 
jrescnl cost of new paving here is 
about one-third the cost of the orig- 
nal paving, constructed through im- 
provement districts and paid for 100 
)cr cent by the property owners. 


Formation of a paving district, with 


special engineers, attorneys and other 
expense, was necessary in former days 
when the entire cost of the street fell 
upon property owners. 


But today it is possible to pave streets 


without organizing a district, because 
of 
the vast reduction in expense 


through the offers of WPA and the 
City of Hope.

Photos, show steps in making a plastic plane. Forms are made of or- 


dmarj spruce wood over which spruce plies one twenty-fifth of an inch 
thick arc hiid so that the grains of the layers criss-cross. A cent of phenolic 
resin plastic liquid is sprayed on each layer. This plastic is similar to hake- 
lite. The plane now has its rough shape and is ready for baking in huge 
ovens under tremendous pcssure. The pressure causes the plastic 
to impregnate each layer of spruce and solidifies th whole structure 
into a strong but somewhat clastic mass. After baking, the plane sections 
are quickly fitted together to form the final smooth, light shell, well nigh 
perfect acrodynamically. The fuselage is molded in just two matching halv- 
es arid the absence of .rivets and scams means added speed. So simple, is 
this construction (hat many aviation experts believe muss piocluction 
is possible—and soon.
